sentative, Congressman Hitt at once 
took high ra n k .a s a national legis 
lator, when he was elected in 1882.

Congressman Hitt was not an of­ 
fice broker. While he was not mug- 
wampian in his views and while lie 
was ‘rue to his friends yet th< spoils 
system was distasteful to him and 
he never considered it a part of his 
duties to be looking out for the in­ 
terests of the office seekers. He never 
had a colony of office seekers from 
his district at W ashington as many 
congressmen have. He belie :ed that 
there were ways to serve his constit­ 
uents and his country other than to 
be looking after the distribution of 
the plums. He did not rely on having 
an arm y of henchmen in office to re­ 
tain his seat. It must not be supposed 
from this, however, that Congress­ 
man Hitt was unmindful of the in­
